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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/6/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

With regard to applicant's argument regarding cited prior art failing to teach real 
time clocks and common time reference. First, an RTC is a common element in 
processor-based systems responsible for providing a time output to keep a system 
time stamp. With regard to applicant's argument regarding a common time reference 
in view of applicant's argument The common time reference, cited by applicant and 
as read by examiner, states that master node's system clock is used as the basis for 
the Bluetooth system clock which is distributed to other members of Piconet. 
Examiner notes that processor based systems utilize multiple clocks for operation and 
that this limitation as read by examiner does not in and of itself constitute an inventive 
concept. 

To clarify reason for this holding, Examiner has cited several other patent 
documents as teaching references to demonstrate that a RTC and a system clock are 
standard components of a processor based system, and the utilization of these 
functions are an inherent technique in the use of processor based systems. 
Examiner has also included applicable sections of Bluetooth standard and observes 
that it is unclear how applicant's invention is distinct from Bluetooth requirements. 
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Other Cited Prior Art 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Silha (US-5,71 5,438), Zak (US-5.81 8.847), Le (US-5,883,956) 
are included to demonstrate that RTC and system clocks are generic system elements. 
Bluetooth Specification, V1 .OB is furnished as a reference for synchronization operation. 
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
